Three thousand holes, each fill- 


ed with 50 pounds tff dynamite, 
were drilled into canyon walls on 
both Arizona- and Nevada sides 
for a distance of about a quarter 
mile.

OIL CONSERVATION LAW 


AUSTIN, Nov. 14.—f/P)—The Tex- 
as Railroad commission faces the 
problem 
off 
controlling 
the 
big 
East Texas oil field, most unruly 
of the entire industry, with broadr 
ened powers today, conveyed by 
a new conservation statute which 
the legislature enacted in special 
session. 


It 
finds itself 
now with the 


power 
to consider "market 
de- 


mand" in giving field quotas and 
per well allowables, as well as the 
"physical waste" to which it had 
been restricted by the old statute. 


The Texas legislature, summon- 


ed in 
extraordinary 
session 
by 


Governor R. S. Sterling, approved 
the new statute Saturday 
night 


and the governor quickly affixed 
his signature. 
Since it was pass- 


ed by both house and senate with 
two-thirds 
majorities, 
the 
law 


went into effect immediately. The 
legislature, in its fourth 
called 


session and the second such to 
consider oil legislation, adjourned 
sine die thereafter. 


The 
Railroad 
Commission - -was 


expected to call a hearing 
not 
later than - Wednesday 
to issue 


new proration orders for the East 
Texas field based upon the new 
measure. 


Under the old law, its probation 


rules, had been declared void by 
a three-judge 
federal 
decision, 
which, 
however, 
Circuit Judge 


Joseph C. Hutcheson, and Federal 
Judges Roandolph Bryant and W. 
I. Grubb were holding in abey- 
ance pending action by the legis- 
lature. 
Their decision ruled that 
the commission exceeded, its au- 
thority bv apparently considering 
"economic waste" in limiting the 
East Texas field to 335,000 bar- 
rels daily, with a^per well allow- 
able of 40 barrels daily.

BILLY BRQCi^AIR MAIL FLY-

coln Beachey, Arch Hoxsey, and 
other early American fliers, Jed 
him Into aviation. At 16 he was 
a pilot. 


His twenty years of flying span- 


ned the clays when a London to 
Paris illght was set down as a 
record to the 
present 
era 
of 


around-the- world flights. 


In 1927 Brock and Edward F. 


Schlco tried to break the existing' 
record for 
flight 
around 
the 


globe, flying first from 
Harbor 


Grace, N. F., to Croydon Field, 
England. Then they 
flew 
their 


piano, the Pride of Detroit, on to 
Jauan. But adverse weather con- 
ditions delayed them for days and 
finally the plan 
to 
span 
tho 


Pacific was abandoned. 


In recent years Brock had been 


ihe private pilot of a wealthy 
Chicagoan. Four months ago he 
entered a Chicago hospital In his 
fight against cancer. 


He is survived by hfs widow, 


Dolly, a daughter, June 11, ana 
a pon by a former marriage, Wil- 
liam S. Brock, Jr. His mother, 
Mi'B. Helen Campeau, and a broth- 
er, Foster Brock, also survive. Fun- 
eral arrangements have not been 
announced.
